Light Sentence Given 
Hit-Skip Driver irks 
Mother Of Dead Child. 


A hit-skip driver who 
struck and killed an 11 
year old Hilltop youth last 
July 18, was sentenced to 
serve from one to five 
years in prison, but the 
mother of the victim was 
angrily disappointed by the 
decision. 

Dante L. Marasco Jr., 24, 
of 284 S. Warren Ave., was 
handed the sentence after 
pleading “no contest” of 
the aggravated vehicular 
homicide death of Ronald 
Dwayne Howard, son. of 
Marva Howard, 200 S.

Common Pleas Judge 
William Gillie imposed the 
one to five year sentence 
under which Marasco will 
be eligible for parole in 10 
months. 

Ms. Howard, infuriated 
by the dreadfully light sen- 
tence, told The CALL & 
POST that she feels that 
“justice was not done.” 

She noted that Marasco 
was driving. under revo- 
cation at a high rate of 
speed when he struck her 
son while he was in- the 
crosswalk crossing §S.

St., then sped recklessly 
away.

of errors made on Pap test 
results for the us Air 
Force by the same labor- 
atory used by Planned 
Parenthood, the agency 
urged patients to\make ap- 
pointments for a free Pap 
retest. 

About 2,000 patients 
have been retested, either 
in special. Pap clinics or as 
part of their annual exam- 
ination. But a total of 
almost 14,000 women had 
the test in 1977 alone. 

“Although we are not 
aware of any errors made 
of Pap test reports for 
Planned Parenthood,” says 
Mary E. Harris, executive 
director, “we cannot take 
any chances on our pat- 
ients’ health. So we are 
sending letters to patients

Davis reminded the aud- 
rence that many of them 
depended on the biack 
press to ge: their 
messages across when 
they first entered politics 
Dut Nave tended io ignore 
the black press since they 
nave made it 

Competition from the 
majority group press in 
miring black reporters was 
anoiner problem of the 
black press that was dis- 
cussed. 

John B. Combs of t 
Columbus Call & Post said 
that the black press acts as 
a conduit for grass roots 
public opinion and a 
referral service as well as 
an organ of information 

Some problems with the 
media may actually be the 
sources’ fault it was noted. 
The audience was told that 
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it has the responsibility of 
contacting the media 
about covering an event 
before the time for the 
event is at hand, Al Fitz- 
patric Executive Editor, 
Akron-Beacon Journal, 
noted. 

Another topic of strong 
interest was explored 
the seminar, “Black 
Economic Development: 
Getting A Piece of the 
Pie,” which was moderated 
by C.J. McLin, @ state 
representative from 
and the founder of BEDO. 

Alex Shumate, a 
and assistant to the Attor- 
ney General's Office and 
Otto Beatty, the attorney 
for BEDO, offered inform- 

tion from an_ on-going 
Study of the status of black 
business in the state. of 
Ohio 

During the last two 
years, the attention of 
BEDO has shifted from 
mainly social programs to 
interest in the economic 
sphere,” said McLin. 

He added that instead of 
focusing on subjects such 
as welfare which deal in 
dispensing crumbs to the 
poor and minorities, the 
Organization has decided 
to pay more attention to 
getting an actual piece of 
the economic pie for black 
by encouraging the growth 
of black business. 

Shumate explained 
that though black contract- 
ors make up seven per 
cent of the state's 
businesses, they received 
only one-sixteenth of the 
State’s government spen- 
ding during the last bien- 
nium. 

McLin note that attempts 
to pass legislation to set 
aside a Proporticnrate 
Snare of contracts tor 
minority contractors have 
not fared well because of 
lack of support among the 
legisiators and Opposition 
from majority group con- 
tractors. 

The panel has worked 
Up some strategies“for im- 
Proving ihe status of black 
contractors and hopes to 
Spur the would-be enter- 
Preneurs into forming a 
viable business and 
pressure group. 

But business isn't the 
only area in which blacks 
must reassert themselves 
according to a BEDO con- 
vention speaker. 

James R. Williams, 
United States attorney for 
the Northern District of 
Ohio, praised the progress 
that the race has made on 
all fronts during the last 
three decades but said that 
Progress is only a start.

Auditorium certainly will 
catch your emotions 
favorably. 


“The Black Poet Sings" 
is an ambitious attempt to 
chronicle the black ex- 
perience in this country 
from 1619 to present 
through poems and songs 
in 90 minutes. Un- 
derstandably it can't be 
done but the bold attempt 
does present some of the 
best artistic work now part 
of black culture. 

Slides of abstract and 
modern art illustrating 
James Weldon Johnson's 
timeless poem ‘The 
Creation" opens the two- 
part musical.

Ralph 
Metcalf 
Is Dead 


Ralph Metcaff, an eight 
year member of the House 
of Representatives, died 
— in Chicago, at age 

Even before Metcalf's 
appointment to Congress 
he was involved in many 
areas of political affairs. In 


1963 he served on the 
committee investigating 
civil disturbances follow- 


ing the assassination of Dr. 
Martin L. King. 

In 1971, after his House 
appointment he became a 
member of the Congres- 
sional Black Caucus, and 
served on a number ofits 
committees. Later, Metcalf 
became vice chairman for 
the Democratic Study 
Group Task Force on 
Crime and Drug Abuse. 

Metcalf was also a mem- 
ber of many organizations; 
the Mahalia Jackson 
Scholarship Foundation, 
the Commission on Youth 
Welfare, the Martin L. King 
Urban Progress Center, 
the NAACP, and the Joint 
Negro Appeal of which he 
was president in 1963. 

After his term in the ar- 
med forces he became the 
Director for the Depart- 
ment of Civil Rights in 
Chicago IW. In 1949, Met- 
calf became the first black 
Illinois State Athletic Com- 
missioner until 1952 when 
he was elected Democratic 
Committeeman for the 3rd 
ward in Chicago to which 
he was re-elected four 
times (1956, 1960, 1964, 
1968). Later, in 1969, Met- 
calf became president Pro 
Tempore of the Chicago 
City Council. 

Metcalf received his 
M.A. in Physical Education 
from the University of 
Southern California with a 
with a Minor in Socilogy in 
1939. Prior to this, in 1936 
Metcalf graduated from 
Marquette University. and 
was prsident of his class. 
Metcalf belonged to Alpha 
Sigma Mu and Alpha Phi 
Alpha fraternites. 

In his college years Met- 
calf was a track star and

pion. In 1932 and 1936 
Metcalf joined his Amer- 
ican teammates at the 
Olympics.

are three ways of reacting 
to a situation of discrimina- 
tion. First of all, the 
situation can be ignored 
and nothing done to 
reverse it. 

Secondly, the parties re- 
sponsible for the situation 
can be sued and forced to 
comply with equal rights 
mandates. 

The other reaction is for 
the responsible Parties, on 
their own to attempt to 
redress the situation of dis- 
crimination. 

According to Jones, the 
last reaction is the one that

The University of Califor- 
nia Medical Schoo! at 
Davis attempted to rectify a 
situation of racial dis- 
crimination by setting 
aside a specific number of 
slots tor piack students. 

Jones went on to 
delineate situations in 
which affirmative action 
Programs that employ, 
goals, numerical quotas 
and timetables are not 
likely to be legally 
challenged: 

* If an agency has un- 
dergone a court suit and it 
has been determined that 
racial discrimination did 
exist in the given situation, 
then affirmative action 
programs may he im- 
plemented as a remedy; 

If a suit against an 
agency is filed and the op- 
posing sides agree, before 
the court rules, that dis- 
crimination has taken 
place and enter into a con- 
sent decree, that decree 
may involve the use of af- 
firmative action programs 
as a remedy; : 

* If a federal, state or 
local legislative body en- 
ters into hearings and dis- 
covers that discrimination 
exists in a given situation, 
it may fashion legislation 
to remedy that situation 
through the use of affir- 
mative action programs, 
and : 

* If an administrative 
agency discovers that 
operations funded by it are 
guilty of discrimination, it 
can order those operations 
to end the offending prac- 
tices and to employ affir- 
mative action programs in 
doing so. 

“The area where we will 
have problems_in_the next 
few years is where an em- 
ployer, labor union or 
Public agency moves into

an area of affirmative ac- 
tion without any findings of 


prior discrimination 
(against it),"" Jones 
cautioned. 


“That is, it just acts on 
its own because it wants to 
be more inclusive and it or- 
ders the use of specific 
goals, timetables and 
quotas. 

“That program will be 
challenged if the sole 
basis upon which persons 
are selected is their color, 
sex or ethnic background,” 
he continued. 

“Color can be one of the 
considerations but not the 
sole consideration,” he 
emphasized. 

He explained that in the 
Bakke situation the univer- 
sitv had set aside slots for 
minority students-on the 
basis of race. 

Jones believes that there 
will be more court battles 
over this issue until it is 
clarified under the law. 

“Affirmative Action will 
not come all at once but by 
steps,’ he said, noting that 
civil rights gains of the 
past have come bit by bit. 

The NAACP lawyer told 
the black elected officials 
to be“vigilant about civil 
rights matters and not to 
be deluded by the new 
rhetoric of the opposition. 

“There is no difference 
between segregation and 
separation,’ he_ insisted, 
dismissing the notion that 
since blacks have been 
forced to live under segre- 
gation they should learn to 
like it that way. 

Jones also pointed out 
that the freedom-of-choice 
plan now being pushed as 
an alternative to outright 
desegregation of Ohio's 
public schools has already 
been used and discarded™ 
as a failure in the South. 

He noted that now, a 
decade after many racist 
non-integration strategies 
were decimated below the 
Mason-Dixon line, they are 
being ressurected in the 
North. 

The attorney ended his 
speech by warning the 
audience to be wary on all 
fronts because tactics 
against equality have 
become more subtle. 

“Take Proposition 13, 
it's nothing but an indirect 
attack on black and poor 
people hiding behind tax- 


cut talk. Don't let new 
words fool you,” Jones 
_ concluded.

CALL & POST story and 
identified the . white 
physician as an official of 
Grant Hospital. It also 
reported that the white 
physician was out to get 
Bond because he had 
been seeing the white 
physician's girlfriend. 

The white physician, ac- 
cording to The Dispatch, 
was accompanied by two 
other white men, one who 
wore a sheriff's deputy 
uniform. The plan was to 
castrate Bond as a means 
of teaching him a lesson 
not to fool with another 
man's girlfriend. They ap- 
parently shot him when he 
resisted, it was theorized. 

Soon after the Dispatch 
Story, along with a tele- 
vision station account of 
the white physician angle, 
the Homicide Bureau sub- 
mitted its finding to the 
prosecutor “for review." At 
that time, Homicide Sgt. , 
Thomas .Aurentz stressed, 
that the report was presen- 
ted to the prosecutor for 
his review. After reviewing 
it, he could present it to 
the jury seeking an indict- 
ment, or he could return it 
to the police for further in- 
vestigation, he said. 

Assistant Prosecutor 


Danie! Hunt, who is hand- 
ling the Bond case for the 


prosecutor's office, ack- 
nowledged receipt of the 
report, but said it would 
probably be a week or two 
before it could be pro- 
cessed. 

Although he said the 
prosecutor was also cof- 
ducting his own probe, 
Hunt too declined to say 
whether a prominent white 
physician was a prime 
suspect. When contacted 
Tuesday, a prosecutor 
spokesman said he was 
advised to tell The CALL & 
POST: that ‘‘we have 
nothing new in the Bond 
case.” However, he indi- 
cated that they may have 
something later this week, 
"Sgt. Aurentz, however, 
said “we are still working ~ 
on the case. We still have 
to tie some loose ends 
together,” he said. 

Hunt, in an interview a 
week or two ago, scoffed ~ 
at the suggestion that a 
“white-wash” of the case 
was in the making. The 
“white-wash" theory has 

projected for the past 
several weeks by asso- 
ciates of Bond and various 
individuals in the black 
community. 

The lack of action in the 
case tends to give rise to 
the ‘white-wash' specu- 
lations.

Relations court is running for re- 
election.

Gains Must Not Be Sacrificed 
For Austerity Program 


The Cleveland school board, in 
meeting requirements mandated by 
the State Board of Control to 
recognize the system, must not lose 
sight of its responsibility to black 
teachers and administrators. 

The State Controlling Board stip- 

‘ulated in its agreement to lend the 
Cleveland schoot board $20.7 million 
that the board of education must im- 
mediately balance its budget and be 
in a position by 1980 to begin repay- 
ment of the loan. 


To reach its budget figure of 
$167.3 million for fiscal year 1978-79, 
the school board has laid off more 
than 630 people, transferred or 
demoted sore 180 others, and left, 
vacant an additional 160 positions 

These are truly drastic measures. 

~ We can only hope that amid all this 
financial belt-tightening and reshuf- 
__ fling of staff, the board will remember 
its historic responsibility to its 
minority employees whose seniority 
relative to their white colleagues 
make them especially vulnerable 
during this period of economic aus- 
terity. 


For many years these men and 
women were discriminated against 
both .in employment and in pro- 
motion. The affirmative action pro- 
gram instituted during the tenure of 

. former Supt. Paul Briggs and former 


board president Arnold Pinkney was 
a model of fair and judicious admin- 
istration. Indeed, Briggs’ record on 
minority“hiring and- promotion is an 
exemplary one, from which the board 
cannot-now retreat. : 

Any board decision which seeks to 
nullify hard won black gains in areas 
of employment and job security will 
be resisted by the black community. 
Now more than ever, we need experi- 
enced black leadership in all phases 
ot the educational process. 

The black community of this city 
has demonstrated, on numerous oc- 
casions, its willingness to provide 
financial support to the public school 
system. One need only check its 
voting record on school levies. How- 
ever, the board must not take for 
granted continued black support 
should it treat black teachers and ad- 
ministrators as if they were expend- 
able—they are not. 


The black community has-acom- 


pelling stake in how black teachers 
are dealt with during this period of 
retrenchment. We want to know what 
procedures have been developed to 
protect their precarious. situation. 
Unless the board addresses this 
issue and takes forthright actions to 
assure minority job security, it may 
very well find this November that the 
black community is in no mood to 
support the 3.7 mill school levy. 


Challenges Blacks 
Should Not Ignore 


Challenges are nothing new for 
black people, individually or collec- 
tively. But we cannot recall any 
challenges served on the Columbus 
Black community more significant 
than the three’ laid before it on 
separate fronts. 

President Jimmy Carter, in’ 
dedicating the $21-million Mt. Vernon 
Plaza housing development, con- 
sisting of Senior Citizens’ highrise, 
town houses and a commercial shop- 
ping facility, was high in his praise.of 
the black sponsors and developers of 
the project, a first of ite kind in the 
nation. 

He pledged White House support 
of the project, but pointed out that 
the federal government cannot do it 
all. “You've got to have good support 
at the local and state level. And the 
main thing you've got to have is the 
people themselves .who live in the 
community say, We're gonna make 
our own area a better place to live.” 

That challenge by the President of 
the United States, cheered widely by 
the estimated crowd of 15,000, must 
be met head on by the black com- 
munity. ; 

The second challenge also selated 
to the Mt. Vernon Plaza has to do 
with the dedication of the nation's 
first black operated cable television.

With full support of Mayor Tom

Therein lies 
the challenge that all must come to 
grip with. 

The third challenge which is so im- 
portant to every black parent in 
Columbus and in the nation, was 
brought to the area last week by Rev. 
Jesse Jackson, director of Operation 
PUSH, (People United to ~ Save 
Humanity.) 

In three separate speeches he 
urged parents to become actively in. 
volved in the education of their 
children. Parents and students 
should work hand in hand and'form a 
partnership in education, was one 
feature of Jackson's challenge.

One of the saddest sights in the 
neighborhoods of all of major urban 
cities, is the vast deterioration that 
has taken place in the last fifteen 
years.

up to a staggering cost. 

There are still enough good homes 
and business buildings jeft in these 
neighborhoods to form a good

dispirited people. This scene is true 
whether you are’ in Cleveland, 
Chicago, Detroit, Washington or 
most any other city. 

Sandwiched in between these 
areas of ruin and despair, are some 
residences and stores whose owners 
are desperately trying to hold out 
against great odds and much 
discouragement. d 

Rising majestically amongst all of 
this disarray, are new, high rise 
‘apartment buildings, monuments to a 
government housing policy that is 
unsuited to the needs of the people 
they house and magnets for the in- 


. dividuals who, in all too many cases, 


are successful in wrecking these 
buildings in short order. : 

Millions of dollars in real estate 
values are being wasted every day 
these conditions are permitted to 
exist. As these benign neglects are 
permitted to continue, hundreds of 
thoroughly disgusted Black. residents 
are themselves moving out. 

The merchants who are remaining 
in these areas are marginal and, use 
high prices and questionable prac- 
tices as justification for their 
assumed risk. 

The big question is, what are the 
Black people who are both the vic- 
tims as well as the cause of these 
conditions going to do about correc- 
ting them. - 

In every one of these cities where 
these conditions exist, there are 
Black voters who, in most elections, 
furnish the margin for victory for the 
ruling political party. 

Once elected, no matter what their 
promises are, neglect of the Black 
communities is further compounded 
by these politicians. 

The flight from the inner city is 
now an American phenomenon. 
Owners of billions of dollars worth of 
property and businesses, seem ut- 
terly indifferent to their part in the 
destruction of our neighborhoods 
and cities. = naw 

The greatest sufferers from these 
conditions are Black people, who, 
because of circumstances, are trap- 
ped there. This is a social condition 
this nation just can’t afford to 
tolerate. The loss of property equity, 
_the cost of police and fire protection 


and regeneration could be started. 

There is no justification at all for 
continued neglect of our inner cities. 
Our downtowns cannot long exist as 
islands of business affluence 
surrounded by .8qualor and crime 
through which snobby surburbanites 
weave their way to and fro each day. 

These vast wastelands of aban- 
doned property can and must be 
reclaimed. The: banks, insurance 
companies and the mortgage-real 
estate trust that originally set this 
destruction in motion, should now be 
required to come up with plans to 
remedy these conditions. 

The leadership to initiate remedies 
must first come from those who are 
the victims, Black people. We then 
must start with our elected officials. 
Too many of them are just content to 


.get elected. Once in office, they 


easily succumb to the luxuries of the 
office with little care about the 
people they are suppose to serve. . 

Cleveland is a good example of 
this. Our Black elected City Coun- 
cilmen pay little or no attention to the 
physical conditions of their wards. 
With the federal government handing 
out billions of dollars for projects of 
every kind, there are no plans here in 
Cleveland for projects or anything 
else to stimulate rebuilding of these 
devastated areas in their wards. All 
too often some of our elected public 
officials sell out to the administration 
for meaningless training programs 
or, for a few paltry jobs. 

lf is obvious that our brand of 
politics needs a drastic overhauling. 
We must start with voting. For people 
who have so many economic and 
social problems, we are most derelict 
when it comes to voting. 

So far, in our civil rights fight, the 
vote has been our most effective 
weapon. We just Haven't used it in- 
telligently or effectively. 

If anything is ever going to be 
done to rebuild our inner cities, we 
are going to have to use our political 


_clout_and_start_the—ball_rolling—our- 


selves. If we show some interest in 
our own problems, perhaps others 
will join in and help us. 

No, we are not as helpless as we 
pretend. We have many tools we can 
use in our awn behalf. Somehow we 
must be motivated to use them.

The seating of U.S. Rep: Samuel L. Devine, ultra- 
conservative Columbus Republican 12th District 
Congressman, seems to be an item on President Car- 
ter's high priority list. 

Two years ago when Carter was campaigning for 
the presidency, he made a special trip to Columbus 
on behalf of the candidacy of Fran Ryan's, Devine's 

opponent. After a handshaking ‘trek in the 
downtown area, he led a motorcade to the Northern 
section of the city where he mounted a backyard plat- 
form to zestfully plug the candidacy of the former 
Columbus City Councilwoman. 

Having failed in his sincere effort as candidate Car- 
ter, he returned to Columbus recently wearing the 
honorable badge of the Presidency and was accom- 
panied by Devine’s 1978 Democrat challenger, State 
Rep. James Baumann. 

. Although the President made no direct speech in 
support of Baumann’'s candidacy, he made sure that 
he was prominently exposed to the hundreds that 
reeted him at Port Columbus and at the Mt. Vernon 
laza where an estimated 15,000 were on hand to- 
welcome the President. 

Baumann, who is giving up his virtually safe 32nd 
Ohio ‘House seat to run for Congress, arrived in 
Columbus with Carter aboard Airforce One. The 
President then granted Baumann the. high honor of 
presenting him to dignitaries who awaited his arrival 
in the VIP line at the airport. 

Carter appears to be drawing upon that old adage, 
“Try ohce and fail to succeed, try, try again” in his at- 
tempt to get Devine. in just a little more than a week 
after he was here, Mom Lillian Carter, his mother, was 
in the city campaigning for Baumann. To top off the 
White House efforts to elect Democrats, Rosalynn 
Carter, the President's charming wife, spent a whole 
day here more recently in the interest of Democrat 
candidates. 

Devine is-a member of the House Select Committee 
winding up its indepth investigation of the 
assassination of President John F. Kennedy and Dr. 
Martin L. Kina Jr. As the ranking Republican member 
of the committee, Devine has been highly praised by 

Rep. Louis Stokes, black Democrat committee chair- 
man for his contribution to the investigation. Stokes 
represents the 21st Congressional District in

Devine is obviously fully aware of the possible im- 
pact the Carter family could have on his political 
future. For he has not only bought up virtually all bill- 
boards in the three-county district, he has also repor- 
tedly contracted for $50,000 spots on the three major 
television outlets here.

The Bakke case, as most people now realize, was 
just the first major challenge to affirmative action 
programs on the grounds they represent unconstitu- 
tional “reverse discrimination,” 

In contrast to the Bakke case, which was limited to 
college admissions programs, there are a number of 
major cases working their way through the courts 
dealing with economic opportunity. These cases are 


. ™ore important for the future of affirmative action 


than was the Bakke case. 

The Court will soon decide whether to accept the 
crucial case of Weber v. Kaiser in the current term. Its ° 
decision will have a major impact on voluntary af-- 
firmative action programs. 

Weber, a white employee of Kaiser Aluminum & 
Chemical Corporation's Gramercy, Louisiana, plant, 
charges he is the victim of reverse discrimination. The - 
company set up a training program, in agreement with 
the local union, that admitted blacks and women to 
half the available slots. Weber charges that since 
blacks with less seniority than he had won entry into 
the program, he was being discriminated against. 

He sued the company and the union and won in a ' 
lower court. A federal appeals court upheld that 
ruling by a 2-1 margin. Now it's up to the Supreme 
Court to decide the issue. 

The reason for establishment of racial goals in the ' 
training program is clear. Blacks in Gramercy made 
up almost half the population and 39 percent of the 
town's work force. But at the Kaiser plant, only two®! 
percent of skilled workers were biack. z 

To counter this, the company and the union volun- * 
tarily agreed to accelerate movement of blacks into 
the skills training program, even though some white 
applicants had greater seniority. White males oc- ~ 
cupied half the training slots, even with affirmative ac-

As the investigation by the House Select Committee ° 
on Assassinations into the murders of John F. Kennedy 
nearly"16 years ago and of Martin Luther King, Jr. on 
April 4, 1968 proceed, it is well that we face the reality 
that answers may never be provided for questions on 
whether the two men had been victims of conspiracies or 
truly the work of lone individuals. 


Naturally, we all hope that the committee can uncover 


unrefutable evidence about who definitely pulled the 
triggers that sént bullets crashing through the bodies of 
the former President and the civil rights leader, We hope 
that motives can be established beyond doubt. We hope 
that, if others were involved, that they too will be brought 
to justice and punished. 

But, despite the natural human desire for retribution 
and punishment for the guilty, it should be understood 
that even if no new evidence is uncovered, the mere 
reliving of the killings does have much social benefit. 
The hearings and-reenactments once more are making 
the publicévery aware of a very troubled period in 
American history. Our youth, especially those who had 
not yet been born or were too young to remember, are 
furthermore receiving an education that would not have 
been possible by the mere reading of history books. 

For the 200. spectators who watched the recent replay 
of the Kennedy killing, the repeated firings by sharp- 
shooters of 56 rounds of live ammunition into sandbags 
along the motorcade route in Dallas was a chilling ex- 
perience. Utilizing all the available advances in ac- 
coustical and scientific technology that was not 
available on the afternoon of November 22, 1963, when 
the young President was killed, the investigators hope to 
determine whther three or four shots were fired in those 
brief seconds. 

The Warren Commission in its official report, said that 
Lee Harvey Oswald had fired three shots from a window 
in the Texas Schoolbook Depository building. Other 
theories that refuse to accept this finding claim that at 
least one other shot came from elsewhere, possibly a 
grassy knoll near the building. 

More than 500 microphones recorded the test firings 
so that the sound might be compared to th® Dallas 
police tape recordings of the original gunfire. 

Unlike Kennedy's killing, there seems to be no doubt 
about the number of bullets that killed King. Dr. Michael 
Baden, a prominent pathologist, testified that the head of 
the SCLC was hit by a single 30.06 bullet which tore into 
his right cheek just below the corner of his mouth. It rip- 
ped out the bottom of his chin, reentered his body at the 
base of his neck, smashed his ribs and spine and finally 
settied under the ekin in-his upper left back. 

James Earl Ray, King’s convicted killer, recanted his 
earlier testimony and confession that he fired the fatal 
shot and has for years been demanding a new trial. He 
claims that he was framed, because he was nowhere 
near the Lorraine Motel, on whose balcony King was 
shot and killed. 

Ray's 12 hours of testimony which was carried live by 
public television, only seemed to have cast more doubt 
on his claim about a frame-up. Under the pointed 
questioning of such committee members as Chairman 
Louis Stokes (D-Ohio), Ray was led through the 
recreation of his extensive travels, In the process, the 
alibi simply unravelled. Existence of the mysterious 
smuggler Roual, who was key to his story, became ever 
more doubtful. 

— Clearly, what Ray—is—getting ie the-triat that he has 

been seeking since he was sentenced to 99 years for Dr. 
King's killing. He is scheduled to reappear before the 
committee in mid-November. We hope for his and 
history's sake that with the help of his colorful lawyer 
Mark Lane that he can make a better case in his defense 
that he has so far done.
